Soviet Insists) 


On Atom Veto 


LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., (AP)-—Soviet Russia charged Mon- 
day that atomic energy still is being used exclusively for pro- 
duction of aggressive arms and called for urgent action to 
outlaw atomic weapons. 

Simultaneously, Russia rejected the United States’ 
roposal that the veto be waived on atomic matters, attack- 
ng that suggestion as actually a revision of the United Na- 

tions charter. 

Russia, in effect, reinstated its plan for controlling atomic 
energy. This asked the powers to outlaw atomic weapons by 
treaty and destroy existing stocks of bombs. 

Immediately after Russia’s position was stated by Andrei 
Jromyko, newly-appointed deputy foreign minister, 3ernard 
M. Baruch, United States delegate, formally moved that the 
United States plan, incorporated in a report submitted Monday 
to the commission, be adopted as the commission’s report and 
sent to the United Nations security council.

Canada-Germany 
Trade Is Uncertain 


By H. R. Hardy 

OTTAWA. — Although the de- 
partment of trade and commerce is 
setting up the machinery to make 
possible a resumption of trade be- 
tween Canada and Germany, it is 
not expected that any appreciable 
amount of trade will be done during 
the next year, Oliver Master, as- 
sistant deputy minister of trade and 
commerce, said Monday. 

At the present time, Brigadier F. 
C. Gilbert -- Berthiez is on his way 
to Germany to represent the de- 
partment and later one or two as- 
sistants are to be sent over under 
| the direction of the trade commis- 
sioner’s service,

peacetime uses. It provides penalties 


of imprisonment and, in serious 
cases, death for violations, 
Dispensations may be made for 


peacetime requirements—such as 
arms and amunition for police, ex- 
plosives for demolition work and 


|eryptographic machines for author- 


ized internal security services. 

Outlawed for Germans are “all 
weapons including atomic means 
of warfare or apparatus of all cali- 
bre and natures capable of pro- 
jecting iethal or destructive pro- 
jectiles. liquids and gasses.” This 
section also outlaws “all military 
cutting or piercing weapons,” rang- 
ing to lances. 

Also forbidden 
all classes, 
including kites, captive balloons, 
gliders and mode) aircraft—and all 
drawings, specifications, designs, 
models and reproductions relating 
to the development, testing or in- 
spection of war materials. 

The ban on war chemicals includes 
rocket fuels such as high concen- 
trates of hydrogen peroxide.

J.T.M. Anderson, 
Ex-Premier, Dies 


SASKATOON, (CP)—Dr. J. T. 
M. Anderson, 68, self-educated 
educationist and “depression” 


premier of Saskatchewan from 1929 
to 1934, died at bis home here Sun- 
cay. He was principal of the schoot 
for the deaf in Saskatoon for the 
past several years. 

Dr. Anderson taught himself 
seven languages and, mainly as an 
student, gained four 
college degrees, including his doctor- 
ship. But politics also layed claim 
to his services and soon he was 
holding a seat in the Saskatchewan 
legislature. He was provincial 
leader of the Conservative party. 

When the 28-year rule of the 
Saskatchewan Liberals was broken 
in 1928, Dr. Anderson was called 
upon to form a government,

WASHINGTON.—One of the first 
things the 80th congress of the 
United States will have to do is to 
pass a law saying what a work 
| week is. 

In the famous case of the Mount 
Clemens Pottery company, a rela- 
tively small concern, the U.S. su- 
preme court ruled that a statutory 
work week as set out in the Fair La- 
bor Standards act includes all time 
during which an employe is neces- 
sarily required to be on the em- 
ployes’ premises, on duty or at a pre- 
scribed work place. 

This week-end the suits launched 
by workers across the United States 
for back “portal-to-portal” pay on 
the basis of that ruling passed the 
bilion dollar mark. 

Despite frantic statements which 
have flooded Washington during 
the last few days from congressmen, 
employers’ spokesmen and some 
legal experts, it appears that the su- 
preme court has set a solid preced- 
ent for other workers to obtain back 
pay for time spent in walking from 
the time clock to their place of work, 
as well as for time spent in such 
preliminaries as sharpening tools, 
opening windows, taping and greas- 
jing their hands. 

By usage, this time has not norm- 
ally been included in working hours. 

The court has ruled the usage 
out of existence. It is up to con- 
gress to legislate it back into being. 

But whatever action the lawmak- 
ers take-—and the most logical sug- 
gestion so far would seem to be that 
the matter should be made subject 
to collective bargaining—it is likely 
to be an exceedingly difficult job 
to legislate away the suits already 
brought in the interval between the 
court's decision and congressional 
action. 

Retroactive legislation dated back 
to the decision could probably be 
attacked as unconstitutional. 

There is openly-expressed hope

| WASHINGTON, (AP) A cryptic 
disclosure that some of Hitler's mill- 
tarists and propagandists who es- 
caped the Allied dragnet are offering 
their skills to other powers was 
made Sunday night in an official 
United States army document, 

The statement further noted that 
“foreign military staffs now have 
accurate data on which to calculate 
with accuracy the time required 
to bring our military strength into 
action.” This followed a remark 
that “nations are seldom 
by aggressors when there sub- 
stantial doubt in the minds of the 
aggressor that its victim could be 
quickly overcome.” . 

The references appeared in a war 
department pamphlet presenting its 
reasons for urging a universal train- 
ing system. Emphasis was given to 
the military aspects in the face of 
President Truman's view that other 
phases come first. 

Although the Allies presumably 
accounted for virtually all major 
Nazi leaders through arrest, trial, 
imprisonment, execution or by con- 
firmed reports of their suicide, it 
has been assumed some lesser known 
individuals left Germany or suc- 
ceeded in hiding from Allied mili- 
tary police and security forces.

Every 
somebody remarks that there is 
a grave danger that we are 
“over-building” our cities and 
one of these days we will have 
a touch of depression and peo- 
ple will leave the cities for the 
farms and the country, This be- 
lief, widespread in many official 
quarters, is one reason no real 
attempt has been made to deal 
adequately with our housing 
problem, Many officials have 
convinced themselves that the 
present shortage is unnatural 
and that hard times will drive 
people out of the cities and back 
to the farms, 

This belief is based on two 
assumptions which are not ex- 
actly acceptable. The first is 
that there is accommodation go- 
ing vacant in the country, And 
the second is that if hard times 
come people will be willing to 
leave the cities, 

As a matter of fact the hous- 
ing situation is far more serious 
in our small towns and coun- 


try districts than it is in the 
cities. But because it appears 
on a smaller scale it doesn’t 


receive the same amount of at- 
tention. But I have found the 
smaller centres are really suf- 
fering, in every way, from a 
shortage .-f accommodation. 
This means that even if people 
wanted to leave the cities they 
would be unable to find places 
to live in the country.

Three Lives Lost in Fires 


death and severa! others injured 
in city fires which 
caused a loss more than three 
times that of 1945, according to 
figures released by the city fire 
department and estimates by of- 
| ficials of businesses destroyed or 


| damaged by the fiames. 

Total loss in seven major fires 
alone was $576.665, nearly three 
| times the $207,586 total for 1945. 
Besides these losses, there are those 
in most of the other 1,080 fires 
fought by the department during 
the year. 

A complete estimate of the city’s 
fire loss cannot be obtained as 
final adjustment figures are not 
available in many cases this year. 

Loss $5 Per Capita 
On a basis of Icst year’s population 
the per capita fire loss will be boost- 


ed from $1.89 to well over the 
$5 mark, the nighest in many 
years. 

The number of fires responded 


to by the department however was 
lower than that in 1945. Records 
showed the 1946 total to be 1,087 
as compared to 1,312 for 1945. 

The first to die in flames this 
year was 10-year-old Annette Peden 
who was trapped in her upstairs 
bedroom when tire engulfed the 
}entire lower portion of her family 
residence at 7986 Whyte ave., March 
| 4. She had gone to bed early while 
the rest of the family remained 
|on the lower floor of the home, The 
| fire started in the stairway and 
| although her father, James Peden, 
made several attempts to reach 
the upper storey and save her, he 
| Was unsuccess{ul. He suffered burns 
|and cuts in these attempts. 

Next fatality came with the blaze 
April 26 on Whyte ave., between 
|100 st. and 101 st., which caused 
damage estimated at $28,157 to 
{12 business prernises and forced 
20 families to flee their homes, The 
body of David Hutchinson, 59, First 
Great war pensioner living in the 
office of the Star livery stable, 
| Where the fire started, was found 
in the rubble the following morn- 
jing. The barn, a hardware store 
and poultry produce plant, all on 
the south side of the avenue were 
gutted and the other premises, on 
the north side, were damaged when 
cinders, blown by a high wind 
| landed on the roof tops and were 
fanned into flanies. 

This was a general alarm fire 
|which every available fireman 
fought for*over three hours before 
| gaining control. 

Trapped ,in Fire 

The third victim was Mrs. Ainlay 
Parsons, 50, 10550 116 st., who died 
Oct. 11 when trapped in a blaze 
which firemen said “made a flam- 
ing furnace of her home.” 

The woman was at home alone 
when the fire broke out and flames 
had completely engulfed the 
interior of the house before neigh- 
| bors became aware of the fire, Ef- 
forts of neighbors to enter and at- 
tempt a rescue were impossible. All 
firemen could do on their arriva!

U. S. Will Oppose Revision 
Of Germany’s Western Border 


BERLIN, (AP)— Reliable diplo- 
matic sources predicted Monday that 
proposals for revision of Germany's 
western frontier, except for cession 
of the Saar to France, would be 
strongly opposed by the United 
States at the forthcoming German 
peace treaty negotiations 

tt is expected, these sources 
said, that the United States will 
not only oppose France's claims 
to the Rhineland but will reject 
more modest border changes pro- 
posed by Holland and Belgium 
unless the countries concerned 
can present satisfactory proof 
that the people of the area con- 
cerned “genuinely desire” a 
change 

Che position of the United States 
and others on the German border 
settlements is being outlined among 
the four major Allied powers here 
for presentation to the toreign min- 
ister's’ council when it convenes in 
Moscow in March 

There have been strong indica- 
tious during the past week that 


{Russia will support the United 
States position with regard to Ger- 
many's western frontiers, 

Soould Denmark and Czechoslo- 
vakia make any territorial claims, 
the American position would be the 
same, sources here said.

27,000 Germans 
Go on Trial Soon 


BERLIN, (Reuters) — Trials of 
about 27,000 Germans now held in 
civil internment in the British zone 
of Germany by German courts will 
start at the end of January. 

They are former members of or- 
ganizations declared criminal by the 
Nuernberg war crimes tribunal— 
the leadership corps of the Nazi 
party, the gestapo, the security po- 
lice and the SS.

May Feed World 


BOSTON, (AP)—A prediction that 


the world may some day feed its 
starving by use of radiation chem- 
istry, the secret of photography, was 
made by Dr. Charles F, Kettering, 
head scientist of General Motors, 
to the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science. 


Radiation chemistry, also known 


as photosynthesis, is, he said, the 
method nature uses to make the 
earth’s present fooa Supply out of 
carbon dioxide of the air, water and 
a few mineral 


“We know little of the process 


now,” he said, “but some day we 
may be able to reproduce it in 
the laboratory. Radiation chemistry 
fixes billions of tons of carbon with- 
out a test tube, Bunsen burner or 
burette 


All this is done without expensive 


processes. Furthermore, Dr. Ketter- 
ing said, the coal and the oil also,

| fod in history. The aggregate value 
| of imports and exports for the year 
| was, roundly, $4,200,000,000. While 


| this represents a 20 percent decline | 


from the wartime peak in 1944, the 
| value of trade is three times as 


| great as the average for the five | 


years immediately preceding the 
war, 


The total value of exports ap- | 
| proximated $2,300,000,000 with 40 | 


percent of the total going to the 
| Unitea States and 25 percent to the 
United Kingdom. While in many 


| respects the familiar patterns of our | 


| peacetime trade have not yet been 
re-established, it is interesting to
